Response to Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment filed January 1 8, 2007. The applicant 
amended claims 1-5 and added new claims 6-1 1 and 13-20. 

Drawings 

2. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because figures 113-1 19 are include description of the drawings, which are not 
acceptable. The description of the drawings should be a part of the Specification. Applicant is 
advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement 
for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification

3. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 13-20 have been renumbered as 1 1-19. 

4. Claims 1-19 are objected to because of the following informalities: The preamble of 
claim 1 shows them as an apparatus claim, but dependent claims 2, 4-9, 1 1, 13, 14, and 16 appear

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as method claims. Renumbered claims 17 and 18 show as an independent method claim and a 
dependent system claim, respectively. Renumbered claim 19 begins as a system claim but 
recites a method comprising multiple steps. Appropriate correction is required. 

5. Claims 1-19 are objected to because of the following informalities: claims 1-19 are either 
amended or newly added. Amended claims with a newly added phrase are normally 
distinguished-by underlining-it and-a deleted .phrase-OtL word Js. distinguished.by _a strikethrough 
or a double bracket it. Claims 1-19 include both underline and a strikethrough on the same line 
for the same phrase. This makes claims to be confusing and difficult to precisely interpret them. 
Appropriate correction is required, 

6. Claims 6-20 are objected to because of the following informalities: Originally claims 1-5 
were presented for the first office action mailed April 4, 2005. The applicant submitted a couple 
of amendments including newly to added claims (6-19). The amendments contained incorrect 
status identifier. A proper status identifier for claims 6-19 would be "(New)". Appropriate 
correction is required. The present claims include a portion of context in bold and others with no 
bold. The context with bold does not appear necessary to be in bold. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Renumbered claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. . 
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Regarding claims 1, 2, 4-14, and 16, the phrase "such as" in line 9 of claim 1 renders the 
claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the 
claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). Dependent claims 2, 4-14 and 16 are rejected due 
to their dependency. 

The lack of an art rejection with this Office action is not an indication of allowable 
subject matter (i.e., even though the claims 1-19 are rewritten or amende.d_to overcome the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 as discussed above). The disclosure/claimed language is such that 
it is impractical to conduct a reasonable search of the prior art by the Examiner. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant should submit an argument under the heading "Remarks" pointing out 
disagreements with the examiner's contentions. Applicant must also discuss the references 
applied against the claims, explaining how the claims avoid the references or distinguish from 
them. The Remarks filed on January 18, 2007 is merely a part of the Specification, which lacks 
what is required in a proper Amendment.
